Christopher Russell. 
Born in England in 1814, when that 
country was embroiled in a war with the 
United States, died at the residence of his 
son Milton C. Russell In this city shortly 
r 1 o'clock Tuesday, July 31st, 1894, 
having long since passed man's allotted 
span.

Mrs. Russell died in October. 1802. and
